Partner pleads guilty to 
killing EastEnders’ star

THE partner of EastEnders actress 
Sian Blake is facing life behind bars 
after admitting murdering her and 
their two children. 

Hairdresser Arthur Simpson- 
Kent, 49, pleaded guilty to killing 
his 43-year-old girlfriend and their 
sons Zachary, eight, and four-year- 
old Amon between December 12 
last year and January 3. 

The victims vanished on 
December 13 and their bodies were 
found buried in the garden of the 
family home in Erith, Kent, on 
January 5. 

The following month, Simpson- 
Kent was arrested at Heathrow 
Airport after agreeing to his 
extradition from Ghana where he 
had fled days after the killings. 

Simpson-Kent appeared before 
Mr Justice Singh at the Old Bailey 
to enter his pleas. 

Wearing a red T-shirt and black 
trousers, he appeared via video 
link from Belmarsh jail. 

He was remanded in custody 
ahead of a three-day sentencing 
from October 4. 

Simpson-Kent showed no 


emotion as he admitted to the 
killings during the five-minute 
hearing. 

Ms Blake and her children were 
last seen on December 13 when 
they visited her family in Leyton. 

Det Chief Insp Graeme Gwyn 
said: “Arthur Simpson-Kent has 
never given a reason as to why he 
killed Sian, Zachary and Amon in 
the way that he did. 

“Sian’s close-knit family are 
devastated by the loss of their 


much loved sister, daughter and 
cousin. The deaths of Zachary and 
Amon have compounded their 
grief and they have lost two entire 
generations of their family to a 
violent and completely senseless 
act of murder at the hands of 
Simpson-Kent. 

“Our efforts to bring Simpson- 
Kent back to the UK to face justice 
were greatly expedited by the help 
we received from the Ghanaian 
authorities and the National Crime 


Agency, who alongside us, ensured 
Simpson-Kent was arrested as soon 
as possible and returned to the UK. 

“We now await the sentence date 
where I hope the family can get 
some form of closure for what has 
been, and continues to be, an 
incredibly difficult time for them.” 

Ms Blake played Frankie Pierre 
in 56 episodes of EastEnders 
between 1996 and 1997. She was 
suffering from motor neurone 
disease before she died. 


Could axe still fall on 
grammar head despite 
academy plan U-turn? 


A GRAMMAR school head teacher 
forced to scrap plans for a hugely 
controversial move to become an 
academy is facing a fight for her job. 

Earlier this week Simon Langton 
Girls’ Grammar School (SLGGS) 
announced, through its governing 
body, that hugely controversial plans 
to become an academy and take over 
the running of struggling nearby 
non-selective the Spires Academy 
had been scrapped. 

It came after a remarkable 
backlash from parents, teachers and 
even pupils. 

In a dramatic week, a public 
meeting planned for Wednesday 
night to discuss the plans was 
cancelled 24 hours earlier, as the 
decision to abandon the proposals 
were announced. It was set to be 
fiery with a number of allegations set 
to be made over the handling of the 
process and financial allegations. 

A number of governors have now 
resigned and that, say observers, 
could be key in the future of head 


teacher Jane Robinson. There is 
already an online petition set up 
calling for KCC to hold a formal vote 
of no confidence in her. 

Education advisor and former 
Gravesend grammar head teacher 
Peter Read, told KoS on Friday: “I 
think she’s in a very difficult 
position. I can’t see how she can 
mend the fences but if she is to 
continue she has to regain the 
confidence in all these groups that 
have opposed her. 

“The loss of supporters on the 
governing body may tip the balance 
against her. There are also allega¬ 
tions about finances, I understand 
there are a number of complaints by 
staff and I suggest she may have lost 
the confidence of her staff.” 

Staff had previously threatened to 
strike over the academy plans, while 
pupils had staged a walk-out, 
resulting in many of them being 
handed detentions. 

Kent County Council said it would 
not comment on the issue. 


Counter terrorism police 
make 'Syria-related' arrest 


A 31-year-old man was arrested in 
Margate this week in connection 
with on-going investigations into 
terror attacks. 

Officers from the West Midlands 
Counter Terrorism Unit joined 
forces with Kent Police on Thursday 
to arrest the suspect at an address 
in Margate. 

He was arrested on suspicion of 
preparing for terrorist acts, which 


were “Syria-related” according to 
a police spokesperson. 

Police from both divisions have 
continued to search the address, as 
part of the pre-planned, intelli¬ 
gence-led arrest. 

A spokesperson from the police 
has said there was no immediate 
threat to public safety. 

Police have released no other 
details about the investigation. 


Teenager death: 21-year-old 
set for court appearance 


A 21-year-old man has been 
remanded in custody after 
appearing in court having been 
charged with murder after the 
death 17-year-old Becky Anne 
Morgan last month. 

Miss Morgan’s body was pulled 
from the water off the coast of 
Broadstairs at 7.45am on Sunday May 
1, sparking a major investigation. 

Kent Police had been called to 


the scene just after 5am that 
morning after reports a girl was in 
the water at the Port of Ramsgate. 

Michael Bowditch, ofPrestedge 
Avenue, Ramsgate, has been 
charged with murder and ap¬ 
peared at Medway Magistrates’ 
Court via video link on Wednesday. 

He was remanded in custody to 
appear at Maidstone Crown Court 
on Friday, June 10.

A levels set to be ditched 
as college gets desperate 
to ease financial crisis

CANTERBURY College looks set to 
scrap teaching all A level courses 
and close its IT Academy as part of a 
radical shake-up following the 
merging of key leadership positions 
with East Kent College. 

And if approved, that will cost 
nearly 30 jobs. 

Canterbury has struggled finan¬ 
cially and recently confirmed East 
Kent College will take over key man¬ 
agement roles. 

Now, as part of its operational re¬ 
view, the board of governors is con¬ 
sulting staff on its decision to stop 
teaching A levels from September 
and to close the IT Academy in July. 

It would be far from the first col¬ 
lege to drop A levels and instead fo¬ 
cus on more vocational topics. 

Across the sixth form sector, edu¬ 
cation providers have struggled due 
to reductions in government fund¬ 
ing - schools as well as colleges. 

A total of 28 staff have been noti-

fied that their jobs are at risk as a re¬ 
sult of the two decisions. 

The college has made the commit¬ 
ment that if no alternative place of 
learning is available for learners to 
complete their course, then it will 


support the 92 A level students to 
complete the course at the Canter¬ 
bury campus. 

When the consultation has been 
completed by June 24, the college 
will contact each of the young peo¬ 
ple who have applied to start either 
A levels or start at the IT Academy in 
September. 

The 18 students at the IT Acade¬ 
my will be offered an alternative 
place at East Kent College’s campus¬ 
es in Broadstairs, Dover, Folkestone, 
which offer IT training courses. 

Alison Clarke, principal of Canter¬ 
bury College, said: “Currently our A 
level provision makes a loss of 
£200,000 per year due to the small 
classroom sizes and high staff to pu¬ 
pil ratio, and we are duplicating the 
work of other local schools, sixth 
forms and academies.” 

Chair of governors Colin Car¬ 
michael said: “While we recognise 
these decisions will not be univer¬ 
sally welcomed they will help secure 
the long-term future for Canterbury 
College and our limited resources 
elsewhere.”

She 
returned to headline Canterbury’s 
Lounge on the Farm festival in 2011. 

Bookmaker Coral is offering odds of 
5-1 that they confirm they are dating 
following a flurry of bets after newspa¬ 
per claims about the couple. 

Kensington Palace has declined to 
comment about the speculation. 

Miss Goulding is a friend of the 
younger members of the royal family, 
having sung at the Duke and Duchess of 
Cambridge’s 2011 wedding reception.

Fallon's firm visits to

Mike Twyman, Kent operations director at 
Aeromet, said: ‘ ‘Over 65 per cent of the output of our 
Rochester foundry is exported to customers based in 
the EU and continued unhindered access to the single

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Vets back bluetongue vaccine 
but say more detail is needed 



THREAT: The reproduction of sheep could be at risk

NEWS that a bluetongue vaccine will be 
available next month to support farmers in 
managing a predicted outbreak of the dis¬ 
ease this summer has been backed by veteri¬ 
nary chiefs. 

The British Veterinary Association (BVA) 
and similar organisations have all welcomed 
the announcement ahead of forecasts that 
bluetongue could reach mainland UK before 
the end of the summer - with Kent and the 
south east highlighted as being at most risk. 

Bluetongue is a non-contagious, insect- 
borne, viral disease that affects the repro¬ 
duction of mainly sheep but also other ani¬ 
mals including cattle, goats, buffalo and 
deer, and is transmitted by the midge Culi- 
coides imicola. 

Since the Defra risk assessment indicated 
a high risk of incursion from France, veteri¬ 
nary associations have been involved in dis¬ 
cussions with government, farmers’ repre¬ 
sentatives and manufacturers to ensure a 
vaccine is available to meet potential 
demand. 

BVA president Sean Wensley said: “This 
disease seriously affects animal health and 
welfare as well as the productivity of live¬ 
stock, and vaccination is the key control. 


“While it is good news that vaccine will be 
available, we know that both farmers and 
vets will have questions about cost and 
whether there will a limit to the amount of 
vaccine available in July. 

“It would be helpful to have these ques¬ 
tions clarified as soon as possible.” 

The National Farmers Union (NFU), has 
also backed the move, as livestock chairman 
Charles Sercombe said: “This is really wel¬ 
come news for the industry and we strongly 
urge farmers to discuss vaccination with 


their vet in order to fully understand the 
risk to their business considering their sys¬ 
tem and geography. 

“These conversations should be ongoing 
because as the situation in France and 
mainland Europe changes the risk will 
change in the UK. 

“We are calling on manufacturers and 
vets to be clear on the vaccine pricing and 
availability.” 

The disease struck one farmer’s cattle in 
Boughton Aluph, near Ashford, in 2007. 


Jail term after Nazi 
salute during protest 

A 42-year-old far right supporter recorded giving 
a Nazi salute during a demonstration in Dover in 
January has been jailed for two years. 

Mark Pearson, 42, of Chester-le-Street, joined in 
as far-right and anti-fascist groups clashed in the 
town on January 30. 

He was also seen throwing objects at people 
during the demonstrations, and pleaded guilty to 
violent disorder at Canterbury Crown Court.

Kent County Council’s road 
safety team say one in six fatal 
crashes involves a driver who has 
been drinking, and even the 
smallest amount of alcohol can 
dangerously affect driving. 

It is encouraging fans to plan 
ahead by arranging alternative 
ways of getting home. 

It adds pubs can help out by 
ensuring that local taxi numbers 
and bus timetables are available. 

KCC road safety team leader 
Vicky Watkins said: “If you get 
behind the wheel after even one 
drink, you’re risking not only your 
life, but the lives of any road users 


you encounter. 

“The message is clear and simple 
- one drink is not worth the risk. 
Book a taxi or ensure you have a 
designated driver for the evening. 
There’s no yellow card for drink 


driving, just a penalty. 

“Driving after just one drink can 
double the chances of having a 
crash and at twice the legal limit 
makes drivers 30 times more likely 
to cause a crash.” 


Progress for the pylons as 
hearings get under way 


CONTROVERSIAL plans to 
build a pylon route between 
Richborough and Canterbury 
have powered forward. 

A timetable was set out this 
week by the planning inspec¬ 
torate for its formal six month 
examination period, which will 
include a series of hearings 
which started on Thursday. 

When the examination 
period finishes, the planning 
inspectorate will have three 
months to make a recommen¬ 
dation to the energy secretary 
as to whether or not the 
application should be approved. 

Amber Rudd will then have a 
further three months to make 
the final decision. 

The link will carry power 
pumped in via the Nemo Link 
- where excess power from the 
continent is pumped into 


Richborough, near Sandwich. 

The pylons are then needed 
to take that power to a sub 
station in Canterbury so it can 
feed into the National Grid. 

However, it has attracted 
criticisms due to the size of the 
pylons needed, and the fact they 
will cut across countryside. 

During the examination 
period, the planning inspector¬ 
ate will also ask for the opinions 
of those who have registered an 
interest and may invite them to 
speak at the public hearings or 
provide a written response. 

Steve Self, project manager at 
National Grid, which has 
submitted the application, said: 
“We’d like to thank everyone for 
their involvement over the last 
three years; their views have 
been vital in helping us shape 
our final proposals.”

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Garden city and lorry park plans 
‘will destroy Garden of Eng l an d’ 

Tom Pyman reports on growing concerns in the east of the county where a double header of major 
development plans threatens to change forever the look of treasured areas of our countryside... 


AMPAIGNERS opposed to 
large-scale development in 
Shepway say the area’s 
identity is under threat. 
Local and central gov¬ 
ernment are looking to accelerate a 
number of plans to develop on green¬ 
field land in the east of the county to 
ease some of Kent’s most crippling 
issues. 

One of the biggest projects, as dis¬ 
cussed in KoS last week, is a proposed 
lorry park “the size of Disneyland” de¬ 
signed to hold 3,600 trucks. 

The park is earmarked for Stan¬ 
ford, off junction 11 of the M20, and 
Highways England believes it is the 
best long-term solution to Operation 
Stack, which brought much of the 
county to a halt last summer. 

Campaigners received a boost in 
their fight, however, when a trans¬ 
port select committee report said it 
believed the plans to be “rushed” and 
that MPs needed to do more to justify 
the £2 50m spend. 

In addition to this, locals are 
strongly opposing plans to build a 
garden town - similar to the one cur¬ 
rently being developed in Ebbsfleet - 
near Sellindge, because they worry it 
will blight the picturesque landscape, 
and have a detrimental impact on the 
environment. 

Shepway District Council says the 
garden town planned for the Otter- 
pool Park site will deliver up to 
12,000 homes to help ease the UK’s 
housing crisis, and decided to make 
an official expression of interest to the 
government on Wednesday night. 

Debbie Burton of the SOS Kent 
(Smarter Options than Stanford) 
group, told KoS that she fears for the 
long-term future of the district. 

“We’re under threat of losing our 
identity, and we think we are being 
targeted from all angles - it’s wrong,” 
she said. 

“We want to preserve the Garden of 
England but they are intent on de¬ 
stroying it. 

“They need local support to make 
this work, but how do they expect to 
do that when they just lie to people? 

“Some 12,000 homes is an abstract 
figure but that equates to 28,500 peo¬ 
ple - double the population of Hythe 
- how is the area supposed to absorb 
that? 

“This is not the best solution, it’s 
just a lazy attempt at a quick fix.” 


With funding from central govern¬ 
ment drying up year-on-year, local 
authorities are under real pressure to 
deliver housing that will serve 
residents. 

Last month, Canterbury council 
missed out on some 200 homes in its 
own city, after it was outbid by the 
London borough of Redbridge. 

Kent is having to shoulder the bur¬ 
den of a population overspill from the 
capital, on top of its already-packed 
waiting lists, and with financial ben¬ 
efits offered by the Department for 
Communities and Local Government 
(DCLG) for the development of garden 
towns and cities, they are seen as a 
perfect opportunity. 

The government states that in or¬ 
der to receive support, proposed gar¬ 
den towns must provide at least 
10,000 new homes, either through 
‘transformational development’ of an 
existing settlement, or a site away 
from existing settlements. 

However, the scale of the develop¬ 
ment troubles those living in the 
area, and there were reportedly al¬ 
most 500 people present at a march 
in opposition to the plans last week¬ 
end, as campaigners walked in force 
from Newingreen and Sellindge, be¬ 
fore joining to meet in the middle at 
the Airport Cafe. 

Green councillor on Kent County 
Council Martin Whybrow said: “This 
is not in any way a sustainable 
development. 

“If you look at the infrastructure in 
this small part of the country, it’s 
creaking at the seams - roads are get¬ 
ting clogged up and hospitals are 
struggling to cope. 

“The double-whammy of this and 
the Stack lorry park is a real blow to 
residents, both schemes have come 
out of the blue. 

“You have got to ask the question of 
how far can they push so many 
people? 

“They’re building quite large pock¬ 
ets of very unhappy people across a 
number of areas and to me the only 
way forward now appears to be politi¬ 
cal change. 

“We do need homes and we’re see¬ 
ing them pop up in brownfield sites to 
fill in some gaps but it’s usually luxu¬ 
ry apartments and second homes. 

“There’s no affordable or social 
housing and it’s doing nothing to 
help this crisis.”

Hilary Newport, director of the 
Kent branch of the Campaign to Pro¬ 
tect Rural England (CPRE) added: 
“We are under siege. 

“It’s disturbing to see these plans 
going forward and it seems the gov¬ 
ernment is willing to get homes built 
at any cost. 

“We could be focusing a lot more 
on the brownfield land that we have 
because using it can provide up to a 
million homes. 

“We are bearing the brunt of Lon¬ 
don’s problems because the system is 
broken and people are being priced 
out. 

“In a climate where councils are 
being starved of money, I understand 
then looking to schemes where they 
get a direct incentive in the form of a 
housing bonus. 

“We are happy to support system¬ 
atic development like that in Ebbs¬ 
fleet, but in this case the plans are 
completely misguided and we should 
be looking to do things a lot more 
intelligently.” 

Despite the widespread criticism, 
however, Shepway council leader 
David Monk stood by the plans. 

“I don’t agree that the area will lose 
its identity,” he said. 

“They don’t know what they are 
opposing, it’s that simple. 

“It’s a knee-jerk reaction because 
this is the most marvellous opportu¬ 
nity to come this way in a long time. 

“We use brownfield land when we 
can, but this has a very green agenda, 
all the houses will be eco-friendly, 
and research shows that gardens like 
what we’re proposing are far more 
biodiverse than muddy fields. 

“We need to protect our future gen¬ 
erations - I grew up in the 1950s 
North & West

where we were selfish and had an ‘I’m 
alright Jack’ attitude. We can’t do 
that again.” 

One of the biggest criticisms this 
week was the council’s decision to ex¬ 
clude members of the public from a 
crucial stage of the discussion on 
Wednesday night. 

Cllr Whybrow said: “The lack of 
transparency and democracy is sadly 
not surprising and what we have 
come to expect from Shepway District 
Council. 

“We have seen them operate like 
this in the past - if they can, they will 
keep it all behind closed doors, and 
that doesn’t help their cause against 
all this opposition. 


“I don’t see why a publicly-elected 
council needs to be this secretive.” 

Cllr Monk, however, insisted it was 
entirely necessary: “Our discussions 
were behind closed doors because 
they featured commercially sensitive 
information,” he said. 

“I hate doing it and I much prefer to 
have talks out in the open but I think 
they’re trying to make a conspiracy 
out of nothing. Of course we will lis¬ 
ten if the level of opposition increases 
but this is a very early stage of a project 
that would take 30 years to deliver.” 

Final decisions on which expres¬ 
sions of interest to support will be 
made by DCLG ministers in the light 
of advice from officials.

He was eventually 
snapped up by Fulham, 
and expecting him to go 
onto even bigger and better 
things, Mr Williams tried to 
negotiate clauses, meaning 
the club would financially 
benefit from any future sale 
of the player, or when he 
made a certain number of 
international appearances, 
but Hodgson refused. 

“We probably didn’t 
make as much out of Chris 
as we could have done, 
which is frustrating,” he 
admitted. 

However, while Small- 
ing’s ability was never in 
question, Mr Williams 
recalls a timid teenager 
that certainly didn’t

' ‘He was a very quiet 
lad,” he said. 

‘ At times I wanted him to 
be a bit more aggressive 
and lead the team more but 
he was young and we’re all 
different.

gels, Gravesend and Northfleet (now Ebbsfleet 
United), Maidstone and Ashford Town during 
the late 1960s and early 1970s.

er and you could see that he was a 
student of the game. 

“He wasn’t flashy or creative or 
someone that particularly caught 
the eye, he just got on with the job 
- closing players down and dis¬ 
tributing the ball to his more crea¬ 
tive teammates. 

“To be honest he didn’t demon¬ 
strate anything that would sug¬ 
gest he would go on to be a top 
manager - he wasn’t a leader on 
the pitch and in a team full of big¬ 
ger characters I don’t think he 
ever became a fans’ favourite.” 

Hodgson’s stint in north Kent 
was brief, making 59 appearances 
in the 1970/71 season after join¬ 
ing from Tonbridge, and Mr Web¬ 
ster admits the spell is unlikely to 
feature among Hodgson’s fondest 
memories. 

“I don’t think he looks back on 
his time here with a huge amount 
of affection, to be honest, a lot of 
fans were quite cruel to him and 
gave him a fair bit of stick,” he 
said. 

“I remember one game at Chel¬ 
tenham, the ball went out for a 
throw-in so he chased after it and 
one guy from the stands was 
shouting something like ‘come on 
Hodgson, you donkey!’ 

“Roy was just stood there with 
the ball against his hip, he turned 
around and said ‘you’re not here 
as well, are you?’. 

“It’s one thing getting a bit of 
stick at home but I think he was a 
bit upset to see them travel away 
as well and do the same.” 

After leaving Gravesend and 
Northfleet in 1971, Hodgson 


moved to Maidstone, where he 
made a total of 35 appearances, 
scoring two goals, before being re¬ 
leased by the Stones. 

Current Maidstone United 
chairman Bill Williams joined the 
club after Hodgson had departed 
the following year, but their paths 
crossed on a number of occasions. 

“I didn’t know Roy personally 
but I came across him every now 
and then,” he said. 

“He always had that aura of be¬ 
ing a thinker, there’s no doubting 
his intelligence. 

“You come across those people 
who plan more towards coaching, 
often because they’re not good 
enough players, and without be¬ 
ing cruel I think Roy was one of 
those.” 

Mr Williams went on to manage 
Durban United in South Africa 
while Hodgson was a player/ 
coach with Berea Park in Pretoria. 

“It’s funny because I think we 
beat his team 7-1 when we met 
and I think he was swiftly moved 
on again, so you wouldn’t have 
thought he’d have gone on to be a 
top manager back then,” he said. 

“But if you look there aren’t a 
great deal of top players who go on 
to be great managers.” 

They met again when Hodgson 
was in charge of Fulham, and 
looked to acquire the services of a 
young defender by the name of 
Chris Smalling. 

“We had a funny run-in one 
time actually,” Mr Williams said. 

“I’d bought this big TV for my 
granddaughter for Christmas 
because I knew this guy who went 
on to become a rep at LG, who 
were one of Fulham’s main 


sponsors at the time. 

“But then I got delivered the 
wrong one, it turned out to be for 
Roy’s wife, and he had mine, so I 
had to ring up Chris and arrange a 
swap on Christmas Eve.” 

Throughout his managerial ca¬ 
reer, Hodgson’s mild-mannered, 
down-to-earth demeanour has 
seen him earn plenty of populari¬ 
ty, and, a cynic might argue, a bit 
of extra leeway after two disap¬ 
pointing international tourna¬ 
ments thus far. 

“What he has shown is that he’s 
quite academic in his approach 
and rather than start his manage¬ 
rial career in the lower leagues he 
went overseas,” Mr Webster 
added. 

“That was very unusual and 
even now you look back and very 
few have made the same step, and 
even fewer have gone and suc¬ 
ceeded - David Moyes and Gary 
Neville really struggled recently. 

“It proved to be the grounding 
that has gone on to lead him to 
what you have to say is the top job 
in English football. 

“He speaks several languages 
and is a very intelligent and artic¬ 
ulate man. 

“He had to work hard to be a 
moderate player and he has taken 
that ethic into management. 

“He appears to be a calming in¬ 
fluence, and you don’t read tabloid 
headlines about him having af¬ 
fairs with supermodels - to a lot of 
people he’s probably quite dull. 

“Roy has learned a lot of lessons 
from the 2014 World Cup and 
wants a balance in the squad. 

“I think we’re going to see a dif¬ 
ferent England this summer.” 



RYAN’S RELENTLESS RISE 


PERHAPS something of a late bloomer, 
Ryan Bertrand was a relative unknown 
when he was thrown into the deepest of 
ends in 2012 after being picked to start in 
Chelsea’s Champions League final against 
Bayern Munich. 

An assured, confident display, arguably 
not even in his favoured position on the left 
of midfield, introduced the then-22-year-old 
to the wider world. 

While struggling to nail down a regular 
place at Stamford Bridge where his path has 
been blocked by big-money signings, 
Bertrand has impressed in subsequent 
stints at Aston Villa and Southampton, and 
now had a handful of England caps to his 
name. 

It was at Gillingham, though, where he 
really learnt his trade, and the club’s 
schoolboy development manager, Bryan 
Bull, told KoS it was obvious even from an 
early age that Bertrand was destined for the 
top. 

“Ryan had it all really - he was athletic and 
technically very good and he’s an August 
baby so it was always even more impres¬ 
sive seeing him stand out knowing he was 
one of the youngest. 

“But what really set him apart for me was 
his confidence and the mental assurance he 
has. 

“Everyone as a kid says they’re going to 
make it but some mean it more than others 
and Ryan was one of those. 

“He’s also incredibly adaptable - he’s 
comfortable at left-back or left-midfield but 
when Chelsea first came to look at him he 
was playing as a forward and was still the 
one who stood out. 

“There’s a little bit of regret that we didn’t 
get to keep him for longer but we’ve never 
wanted to stand in a player’s way and we’re 
delighted to have seen him do so well.”

F OR anyone looking 
for the house of their 
dreams, more often 
than not the deci¬ 
sion comes down to 
an issue of compromise. But 
what if you could build your 
own? 

Perceived as the preserve of 
those appearing on Channel 
4’s Grand Designs, the reality 
is that more and more people 
are taking the plunge. 

And one development site 
in Kent is offering just that op¬ 
portunity - to design and 
build exactly what your heart 
desires, within reason, along¬ 
side other like-minded prop¬ 
erty developers. 

The self-build ‘estate’ is in 
Sandwich where plots start at 
£265,000. 

Whilst you can’t quite build 
a replica of Canterbury Cathe¬ 
dral or a French chateau, buy¬ 
ers do have a relatively free 
hand on what they put on the 
19 available plots. 

It has to at least blend in 
and satisfy planners. But after 
that, the sky is the limit for 
buyers at Hammill Park. 

The company behind it 
said: “Hammill Park is a rare 
opportunity to purchase a self 
build housing plot on which 
to build your own Grand 
Design. 

“Located close to Sandwich, 
Canterbury and the road net¬ 
work, this peaceful rural spot 
is ideal for families seeking 
space and a relaxed lifestyle.” 


Self-build sites are not new, 
but the firm behind the site, 
Quinn Estates, says this is 
Kent’s largest self-build 
scheme and is the redevelop¬ 
ment of a redundant and der¬ 
elict former brickworks 

The Woodnesborough site 
is now slowly being trans¬ 
formed into an executive 
housing development. 

It is a far cry from its origins 
as the former home to the 
Hammill family brickworks, 
which was established after 
the First World War to pro¬ 
duce paving bricks for the 
streets of Paris. 

Previously, it has been des¬ 
ignated a coal mine, and al¬ 
though various buildings for 
the mine were constructed, 
no working shaft was ever 
dug. 

Now Quinn, which owns 
the 14-acre site, has cleared 
part of it for the self-build 
project. 

It laid roads and services in¬ 
cluding water, drainage and 
power to each of the 19 large 
plots. 

Those purchasing the plots 
are then free to build their 
dream home, having secured 
the necessary planning per¬ 
missions from the planning 
department at Dover District 
Council, the company said. 

Managing director Mark 
Quinn said: “We have owned 
the old brickworks for some 
time waiting for the right type 
of redevelopment opportunity 
of an old brownfield site. 

“The government wants to 
see one million new homes 


built in the next five years, 
and it has a range of schemes 
to get people building their 
own homes to help meet that 
target. 

Self-build is becoming an 
option for more and more peo¬ 
ple and we’re currently seeing 
some 10,000 new self-build 
properties a year across the 
country. 

“Projects such as this are 
also a great way of bringing 
brownfield land formally used 
by industry back into use, im¬ 
proving the environment and 
landscape while, at the same 
time, reducing the need to 
build on greenfield sites.” 

The new homes at Hammill 
Park will be a mix of four and 
five-bed properties, and many 
include green technologies 
such as air-source heating to 
reduce running costs and 
minimise their impact on the 
environment. 

Kent resident Mark Wynn 
has bought one of the plots 
and is near completing his 
new home. 

Mr Wynn said: “Building a 
new home for my young fam¬ 
ily, having a house just as you 
want it, creating a space to 
suit your needs and installing 
things like energy efficient 
heating systems has been a 
fantastic project. 

“I can see that it won’t suit 
everyone, it has certainly 
been a steep learning curve 
for me, but there is help out 
there and if you are deter¬ 
mined then a self-build 
project is certainly worth 
considering. We are looking 
forward to moving in to our 
new home in a few weeks.” 

Quinn Estates said self- 
build projects were exempted 
by the government from the 
usual developer contributions 
payable to the local authority, 
making them more affordable 
to those wanting to build 
their own home. 

Through the self-build and 
custom housebuilding act 
I 2015, local councils have a 
1 duty to maintain a register of 
people who wish to build their 
own home on a serviced plot 
of land - land already pre¬ 
pared for house-building and 
connected to utilities. 

Government has set aside 
£150m in funding to create 
up to 10,000 serviced plots, 
and the National Planning 
Policy Framework requires lo¬ 
cal councils to identify de¬ 
mand for self-build and make 
provision for it in their local 
development plans.

So just how do you prepare for 
when the Queen comes for tea? 

Kent has been blessed over the years with numerous visits by Her Majesty but what few people quite 
appreciate is the months, or years, of planning for her arrival. Simon Allin asks those who know best 


C ELEBRATIONS will take 
place across the county 
this weekend as the nation 
salutes the Queen’s official 
birthday - and her land¬ 
mark 90th. 

The county has been a popular port 
of call for the monarch during her 
long reign - blending official visits 
with those to see family and friends in 
the county. 

Most notably, a number of visits 
when her daughter Princess Anne - 
now the Princess Royal - attended 
the plush Benenden School in the 
1960s, and normally hush-hush vis¬ 
its to Lady Brabourne at her retreat in 
Mersham, near Ashford. 

And those who encounter the 
Queen on her visits paint a picture of 
a dutiful monarch with a warm per¬ 
sonality, a sense of humour and a 
genuine enthusiasm for the achieve¬ 
ments of her subjects. 

While months of meticulous plan¬ 
ning predate a royal visit to ensure 
the day goes as smoothly as possible, 
a few surprises can nevertheless lie in 
store. 

And all the planning in the world 
can’t avoid the vicissitudes of the 
great British weather. 

In 2011, the Queen visited the 
Turner Contemporary art gallery in 
Margate to mark its opening, where 
she met the artist Tracey Emin, who 
was brought up in the town. 

Victoria Pomery, director of the 
Turner Contemporary, said the 
Queen wanted to meet people who 
had been involved in the gallery’s de¬ 
velopment and construction, and she 
was particularly keen to speak to 


children. “It probably took just under 
a year to prepare for the visit,” she ex¬ 
plained to KoS. “It is very carefully 
choreographed and timings are very 
important in terms of making sure 
that everyone who was supposed to 
meet the Queen got an opportunity to 
do so. 

“She seemed very relaxed and had 
a very charming manner; she had 
lots of people to talk to and she did 
that in a very confident and assured 
way. 

“We were delighted she accepted 
our invitation. It was made clear to us 
she wanted to meet as many people as 
possible who were involved in the 
Turner Contemporary over the years. 

“She wanted to meet the architects, 
and she was keen to meet children 
and young people, so we had to or¬ 
ganise for all those people to be in the 
same building at the same time. 

“She arrived in the morning and 
spent an hour or so in the gallery 
meeting people and stayed for lunch. 
She and the Duke of Edinburgh then 
went back to London in the after¬ 
noon, so she had a long period of time 
here.” 

While she was in Margate, the 
Queen also visited the town’s lifeboat 
station, which is a short walk away 
from the gallery. 

Peter Barker, volunteer press offic¬ 
er at RNLI Margate, revealed that the 
Queen has an impeccable sense of 
timing. 

“It started months in advance, the 
planning, and time was the biggest 
factor,” he said. “The Queen only had 
so many minutes to spend with us, so 
we had to fit in fundraisers, staff and 


families, and work out how long she 
would have. 

“We were told not to worry because 
she knows exactly how long she has 
with each person and there’s no need 
to tell her when to speed up and slow 
down. 

“She got round to meeting and

individual. She signed the visitors’ 
book at the end, so it was a good day 
all round.” 

In 2015, the Queen visited the Na¬ 
tional Memorial to the Few at Capel- 
le-Ferne to officially open its new visi¬ 
tor centre, The Wing. 

Malcolm Triggs, a spokesman for 
the trust, said the planning took 
months to ensure the building was 
completed on time - and it was only 
finished the night before the visit. 

“There were months of planning and 
it was over within an hour, but it was 
still a fantastic event,” he said. “It was 
great to see her, and she enjoyed it. 

“A lot of the planning involved get¬ 
ting the right number of people and 
volunteers, trustees and the school 
children to meet her, as well as mak¬ 
ing sure she could see the whole of the 
site in 45 minutes. 

“It was horrible weather, but peo¬ 
ple were able to see her briefly. 

“Veterans of the Battle of Britain 
were there, and they were a funda¬ 
mentally important part of it.” 

Jules Gomez, the site manager at 
the Battle of Britain Memorial Trust, 
added: “I have had some special days, 
but that is one that will stay with me 
for the rest of my life. 

“We talked about how long it took 
to build The Wing, and we spoke 
about our volunteers - she asked how 
many we have and what their roles 
were. 

“She seems to have a knack of mak¬ 
ing sure people are not nervous. 

“We were told before the opening 


that the Queen doesn’t like using 
lifts,” Mr Gomez revealed. “She went 
up the stairs and spoke to the veter¬ 
ans, and we were assuming that she 
was coming down the stairs, but she 
was coming down the lift, so we 
quickly had to move out of the way to 
let her out! 

“Her mother opened the original 
memorial in 1993, and the Queen 
made a point of going out on our up¬ 
stairs terrace area to look at it; I think 


it was nice for her to see what her 
mother opened,” he added. 

The Queen has visited Canterbury 
Cathedral a number of times over the 
years - and as head of the Church of 
England that is perhaps not a surprise 
- but in 2015 she was invited to un¬ 
veil statues of herself and Prince 
Philip created to mark her Diamond 
Jubilee. 

Dean of Canterbury Cathedral, the 
Very Reverend Dr Robert Willis, re¬ 


vealed that, during her visit, the 
Queen stopped to speak to people who 
hadn’t been briefed, and he gave an in¬ 
sight into the royals’ sense of humour. 

“I suppose the event began when 
we were given permission to put the 
statues in the cathedral, and it was a 
sense of wanting to have the statues 
join the others, so I suppose that 
would have predated the visit by a 
couple of years. 

“We didn’t know until just a few 
months before that the Queen would 
come with Prince Philip and we 
thought it was a very historic event to 
join the whole line of monarchs in the 
cathedral. 

“We had rehearsed what would 
happen, with lunch at the deanery 
and then the public service would be¬ 
gin. She would meet the families of 
the cathedral community, but it did 
give it an intimacy that gave us a 
huge amount of excitement. 

“It was a huge occasion, and she 
and Prince Philip connected hugely 
well with the cathedral family. 

“She had visited Canterbury from 
time to time throughout her reign, so 
each time she would notice some¬ 
thing different, and she has a huge 
capacity of putting people at their 
ease and asking questions about 
them, so you have a natural conver¬ 
sation, and once people are at ease 
they become happy. 

“The West Front of the Cathedral is 
very weathered but the new stone 
was very bright, so when the rope 
pulled away, the Queen said, ‘I am 
sure we will soon tone down’. 


“Some of our staff were laughing 
with Prince Philip. When all the peo¬ 
ple were standing round, there were 
busts of the duke’s head in various 
sizes, and he went and stood by them 
and made people laugh, which re¬ 
laxed people hugely. 

“These visits do give encourage¬ 
ment to places, and afterwards there 
is the story each person tells to the 
others, which goes on for days and 
heartens the community.” 

But it may be the trips to Mersham 
the Queen looks forward to the most. 
Lady Brabourne is the Queen’s third 
cousin and has long been close to the 
key royal figures. 

Widow of acclaimed filmmaker 
John Brabourne, seventh Baron of 
Brabourne, she was the daughter of 
Lord Mountbatten - killed in an IRA 
terrorist explosion in 1979. She was 
in the boat which killed her father 
and also claimed the life of her son 
Nicholas. 

The Mountbattens had always 
been close to the Windsors - with 
Prince Charles particularly close to 
Lord Mountbatten. 

For years, the Queen has made vis¬ 
its to Lady Brabourne and, in 1987, 
attended the marriage of her daugh¬ 
ter, Lady Amanda Knatchbull at the 
church in Ashford before returning 
to Mersham for the reception. 

Everyone in Kent, including us all 
at Kent on Sunday, wish the Queen a 
very happy birthday on the occasion 
of her official 90th celebrations and 
hope we will be blessed with more vis¬ 
its to come over the years.

Why we should all 
raise a glass to her 

Tom Gates, chairman of Kent County Council, reflects on 
the Queen’s reign in a special article for Kent on Sunday...

T is awe-inspiring to think of 
the level of service Her Majesty 
has given to our country dur¬ 
ing the course of her lifetime. 
She has seen times of war, 
suffering, upheaval and great change 
and throughout these times she has 
remained a firm and guiding hand; 
the rock on which the country has 
been rebuilt and has continued to 
thrive. 

She has represented our nation 
across the entire globe with grace 
and good humour. 

As our longest-reigning monarch, 
she has seen Britain change dramati¬ 
cally over the years, but has remained 
a constant presence in the lives of 
millions of people in the UK and Com¬ 
monwealth. 

She took on royal duties at an early 
age, making public appearances on 
her own as she represented her fa¬ 
ther, the King and early in the Second 
World War she did her part to boost 


public morale, broadcasting to Brit¬ 
ain’s children. 

The lessons she learned during 
these formative years helped her en¬ 
sure the royal family remains a sym¬ 
bol of tradition in the 21st century. 

Throughout her reign, the Queen 
has provided continuity and surety, 
while accepting that the monarchy 
had to renew itself. 

She undertook a 40,000-mile tour 
of the Commonwealth and said her 
own “association with the Common¬ 
wealth has taught me that the most 
important contact between nations is 
usually contact between its peoples”. 

In 2012 she celebrated her Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee, only the second 
achieved by a British monarch. 

For this celebration she did not 
travel the world, with her children 
and grandchildren making trips on 
her behalf. The Queen chose to tour 
the UK over several months and her 
public approval of the monarchy 


achieved its highest rating since she 
came to the throne in 1952. 

On September 9, 2015, Elizabeth II 
reached an amazing milestone when 
she overtook Victoria to become Brit¬ 
ain’s longest-reigning monarch. 

By this point she had been Queen to 
12 prime ministers and she has im¬ 
pressed every one of them with her 
wisdom and a deep understanding of 
world and UK affairs. 

At a meeting of the Kent County 
Council cabinet last November we 
discussed how KCC should make a fit¬ 
ting tribute to mark the Queen’s 90th 
birthday and a working group was 
organised. 

Among the items agreed was a 
cake-baking competition for primary 
schools in the style of the Great Brit¬ 
ish Bake-Off which has proved a re¬ 
sounding success. 

Across the county, Kent libraries 
have been undertaking a series of 
themed events. 


There are special story times in li¬ 
braries, along with book displays, 
craft activities, colouring sheets and 
the opportunity to design a birthday 
card. 

Several libraries are offering writ¬ 
ing competitions and there are a 
number of royal tea and royal coffee 
mornings being organised. 

Her Majesty is greatly admired 
both at home and abroad and long 
may she reign over us.

P&OWFERRIES 
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Probe begins into 
how teens caught 
out by rising tides 

Rescue teams avert tragedy after helicopter and lifeboats 
save a group of children left stranded after walk on beach 


P ARENTS of the group of 
London teenagers at the 
centre of a dramatic res¬ 
cue after being cut off by 
rising tides near Dover 
earlier this week have raised £5,000 
to thank those who came to their 
aid. 

And the group who organised the 
trip says a full internal investigation 
into what went wrong is now under 
way. 

Some 34 schoolchildren became 
trapped on a beach between St Mar¬ 
garet’s Bay and Dover. They had to 
be rescued by helicopter and life¬ 
boats after using their mobile phones 
as distress beacons. 

The hiking party from the Ahavas 
Yisroel Community Centre in Lon¬ 
don, which included two adults, 
raised the alarm with Kent Police 
at around 9pm on Monday after 
becoming disorientated as they 


followed a coastal path. 

The coastguard launched a search 
by air and sea involving a helicopter 
based at Lydd, Dover RNLI lifeboat, 
two Walmer RNLI lifeboats and 
Langdon coastguard rescue team. 
Around 40 volunteers joined the 
“large-scale operation”. 

UK Coastguard senior maritime 
operations officer Richard Cockerill 
said: “The group was advised to 
switch on their mobile phone lights 
to help us locate them. 

“The group was located by one of 
the Walmer lifeboats in an area of 
active cliff falls and also spotted by 
the helicopter using the forward- 
looking infra-red camera. All 36 
people were recovered to safety by 
lifeboat and helicopter.” 

A coastguard spokeswoman said 
the group were thought to have de¬ 
scended from cliffs on to the beach be¬ 
fore becoming trapped by rising water. 


When RNLI teams arrived at the 
scene they found the group had sep¬ 
arated and four students were unac¬ 
counted for. 

A small craft was launched to pick 
up the pupils in groups as crews 
searched for the missing teenagers 
who were found after shouting to 
rescuers from the rocks. 

By the end of the rescue mission, 
31 of the walkers were rescued by 
lifeboat and taken ashore. The re¬ 
maining five were lifted to safety by 
helicopter and flown to the Dover 
Coastguard station. 

All were accounted for by 11pm, 
the coastguard said. The walkers 
were assessed by the South East 
Coast Ambulance Service, although 
none required hospital treatment. 

Mark Finnis, coxswain of Dover 
RNLI, said: “The group were caught 
out by a rising tide. Thankfully the 
quick and well co-ordinated search 



and rescue response meant all 36 
casualties were rescued and were 
lucky to escape without serious inju¬ 
ries, but they’ve had a traumatic 
experience.” 

The Shomrim, the Jewish neigh¬ 


bourhood watch organisation, said 
several of its volunteers had gone to 
Dover to assist the group. 

Chaim Hochhauser, supervisor at 
Stamford Hill Shomrim in north 
London, said: “Volunteers from

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WARNING AS COASTAL DEATHS HIT RECORD HIGH 



THE drama in Dover came in the 
same week coastal fatality figures 
were released by the Royal National 
Lifeboat Institution (RNLI) showing 
the number of deaths along the UK 
coast reaching a five-year high in 
2015, with 168 losing their lives. 
Some 11 of those were in Kent - 37 
from around the south east. 

Around half of the people who die 
at the coast each year never 
planned to enter the water. Some 52 
per cent did not intend to get wet 
- people taking part in activities 
such as coastal walking, running, 
climbing or angling. In fact, coastal 
walking and running accounted for 
over one-fifth (21 per cent) of last 
year’s coastal deaths. 

The number of near-fatal 
incidents was higher still, with the 
RNLI’s UK lifeboat crews and 
lifeguards saving 385 lives in 2015. 

The figures are released as the 
charity enters the third year of its 
national drowning prevention 
campaign, Respect the Water, 
which aims to halve accidental 
coastal deaths by 2024. 

The campaign is targeted at adult 
men, who account for most 
incidents. 

Last year saw an increase in the 
number of men losing their lives at 
the coast. Between 2011 and 2014 
men have accounted for three- 
quarters (75 per cent) of coastal 



deaths but, in 2015, this increased 
to 84 per cent. 

The main dangers the RNLI is 
warning people about while at the 
coast are cold water, slips and 
falls, rip currents and waves. 

James Millidge, RNLI coastal 
safety manager, said: “People 
need to treat the water with 
respect - it’s powerful and 
unpredictable. Each year RNLI 
lifeboat crews and lifeguards save 
hundreds of lives but, sadly, not 
everyone can be saved. 

“Cold water is a real killer. 
People often don’t realise how 
cold our seas can be - even in 
summer months the sea tempera¬ 
ture rarely exceeds 12c, which is 
low enough to trigger cold water 
shock. If you enter the water 


suddenly at that temperature, 
you’ll start gasping uncontrollably, 
which can draw water into your 
lungs and cause drowning. The 
coldness also numbs you, leaving 
you helpless - unable to swim or 
shout for help. 

“The fact that over half of the 
people who die at the coast each 
year never planned to enter the 
water suggests people are also 
not taking enough care along the 
coastline itself. We’re warning 
people to stay away from cliff 
edges, particularly where there is 
slippery, unstable or uneven 
ground; stick to marked paths and 
keep an eye on the water - watch 
out for unexpected waves which 
can catch you out and sweep you 
into the water.” 


Stamford Hill Shomrim were called 
by a group of people stranded near 
the Dover cliffs as night was falling. 
“Several Shomrim volunteers 


drove down from London to support 
the group and liaised with parents 
and families throughout the incident 
which thankfully ended well, thanks 


to the great work by RNLI and HM 
Coastguard.” 

A spokesman for the Ahavas Yis- 
roel Community Centre said: “We 


are hugely grateful to the coastguard 
whose swift actions ensured that 
everyone was returned to shore safe 
and well. 


“A full internal investigation will 
be held to ascertain the facts and 
understand the lessons to be 
learned.”

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Revealed: Just 
what our coats 
of arms signify 


E MBOYDING a sense 
of civic pride and 
identity, coats of 
arms can be seen on 
important buildings 
across Kent, where they form 
an unbroken link to the tradi¬ 
tions of our past, writes 
Simon Allin. 

What’s more every Kent 
town has one which weaves in 
historic and significant influ¬ 
ences to the area - but do you 
know what yours means? 

They originally came into 
use in the Middle Ages as a 
way for combatants to identify 
one another on the battlefield. 
In the English and Scottish 


Canterbury 

Canterbury’s coat of arms 
features a heraldic 
leopard on a red back¬ 
ground, representing the 
city’s links with royalty. 
Beneath it, three Cornish 
choughs on a grey 
background are derived 
from the coat of arms of 
Thomas Becket. They 
represent the historical 
connections between the 
city and the saint, who 
was murdered in 1170 at 
the behest of Henry II. 

The city’s motto, Ave 
Mater Anglia, means ‘For 
Mother England’. 


traditions, an individual, rath¬ 
er than a family, had a coat of 
arms, and they were passed 
down from father to son. 

Coats of arms typically con¬ 
sist of a heraldic design on an 
escutcheon, or shield, sur¬ 
rounded by supporters, a crest 
and a motto. Through the use 
of symbolic conventions, they 
were designed to express the 
characteristics of the bearer. 

Over time, disputes over the 
ownership of coats of arms led 
to the establishment of heral¬ 
dic authorities to regulate 
their use. In England, the Col¬ 
lege of Arms is responsible for 
granting arms, and it still 



imposes strict limitations on 
their use. 

The burgeoning popularity 
of heraldry led towns, cities 
and corporations to adopt coats 
of arms, often with few mili¬ 
tary associations. The symbols 
on the arms usually refer to sig¬ 
nificant historical and geo¬ 
graphical links of a town. 

With the passing of the age 
of chivalry, the tradition of 
heraldry began to decline, un¬ 
til it began to undergo a reviv¬ 
al in the 18th and 19th centu¬ 
ries. And rightly so: a close 
look at their imagery reveals a 
wealth of detail about our 
county’s history. 



Dover 



Naval connections feature 
strongly in Dover’s coat of 
arms, as the town was one 
of the Cinque Ports. 

The three lions are 
joined to the rear of a ship, 
while the blue-and-red 
shield is based on that of 
the Cinque Ports and 
divided into three by 
waves. The lions previously 
featured on the Sandwich 
coat of arms and were 
incorporated into Dover’s 
heraldry in 1974. 

Seahorses stand at either 
side of the shield, each of 
which has a naval crown 
to symbolise the impor¬ 
tance of Dover to the 
defence of England. 

Atop the crest sits the 
white horse of Kent, the 
hoof of which rests on a 
tower derived from the 
crest of Deal. 



Maidstone 

Maidstone has one of the 
most striking coats of 
arms in the county, with 
an iguanodon - a type of 
dinosaur - to the left of 
the shield. The 
creature was added 
in 1949, to commem¬ 
orate the discovery of 
iguanodon fossils in 
the borough in the 19th 
century. 

The wavy horizon¬ 
tal band, or ‘fess’, on 
the shield repre¬ 
sents the River 
Medway, which 
flows through the 
town, while the red 


circles, or ‘roundels’, are 
derived from the arms of 
Arch- bishop 

Cour- tenay, 

who ' built All 
Saints 


Church at the end of the 
fourteenth century. 

To the right of the 
shield, the lion symbol¬ 
ises England, while the 
horse’s head on the crest 
refers to the white horse 
of Kent. 

The hops surrounding 
the horse’s neck are the 
district’s traditional 
produce. Hops were 
introduced to the area 
from Flanders at the 
end of the 15th 
century, changing 
the character of 
English ale, which 
had previously been 
flavoured with herbs 
such as wormwood. 



is no longer navigable to 
large vessels. 

The white horse of Kent 
at the top of the crest 
holds a leaved hop 
cone in its mouth, 
while its hoof rests 
on the driving 
wheel of the 
locomotive 
Invicta. Built by 
Newcastle-based 
Robert Stephen¬ 
son and Com¬ 
pany in 1829 to 
work on the 
Canterbury and 
Whitstable Railway, 
Invicta was named 
after the motto of the 
flag of Kent. 

The locomotive 
sector became an 
important industry for 
Ashford after South 
Eastern Railway’s London 
to Dover line opened 
between 1842 and 1845, 
and the company estab¬ 
lished its works in the 
town. 


Ashford 


Ashford Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s shield is gold, 
which symbolises 
the richness and 
fertility of the 
Garden of 
England, while 
the three sprigs 
of ash stand for 
the three former 
Ashford areas 
- East Ashford 
Rural, West 
Ashford 

Rural and Ashford 
Urban. 

At the top of the 
shield, the gold 
and white lion 
represents the 
Cinque Ports, a 
confederation of 
coastal towns established 
in 1155 to provide ships 
for the Crown in times 
of need. The town of 
Tenterden was a 
member of the confed¬ 
eration, although its river

Maritime symbol¬ 
ism abounds on 
Margate’s coat of 
arms, which 
features a sea horse 
supporting the mast 
of a ship with yard 
and rigging above 
the crest. The 
lion-ship, symbol of 
the Cinque Ports, 
appears above the 
white horse of 
Kent. The motto, 
porta maris portus 
salutis, means ‘A 
gate of the sea and a 
haven of health.’

Tunbridge Wells 


The Tunbridge Wells coat of arms 
incorporates elements of Cranbrook, 
Southborough and Tonbridge heraldry. 
The fountain overlaid with a crown 
stands for Royal Tunbridge Wells, while 
the sprig of broom is for Southborough, 
and the cornucopia, symbolising plenty, 
represents the agricultural areas added 
to the towns. 

On the left, opposite the white horse of 
Kent, is a crane, which was previously 
used by the Cranbrook Rural District. 
Cranbrook was named after the cranes 
that lived in the marshes near the town. 

The ram’s head that sits atop the crest 
symbolises the old weaving industry that 
once flourished in the area. 


Tonbridge & Mailing 

The shield features a red 
crossbar and a blue 
vertical line, which 
represent a heraldic T. 
These elements depict the 
river Medway flowing 
under the great bridge at 
Tonbridge and down¬ 
stream into the Mailing 
area, which is represented 
by a black heraldic M. 

The Invicta, or Kentish 
horse, shows that the 
borough is in Kent, with 
the horse’s neck encircled 
by a wreath of hops. The 
horse is mounted on a 
tower symbolising the 
ancient abbeys and castles 
that have made an impor¬ 
tant historical contribu¬ 
tion to the borough. 

The motto, forward in 
unison, expresses the 
desire of the council for the 
borough to go forward as 
an entity and to plan for 
the future needs of the 
borough as a whole. 



Kent 

Kent County Council’s 
coat of arms is notable 
for its use of the ‘white 
horse rampant’, which 
appears in various forms 
on the heraldry of the 
county’s towns. The 
horse is a symbol of the 
county’s Anglo-Saxon 
origins; specifically, it 
refers to Horsa, the 
mythological figure 
who spearheaded 
the invasion of 
Roman Britain in 
the fifth century. 

The white 
horse, or Saxon 
steed, is also 
found on 
continental 
heraldry, featuring 
on the coat of 
arms of Lower 
Saxony, the 
Dutch region of 
Twente and the 
modern German 
state of North 
Rhine-Westphalia. 


The crest shows a 
mural crown, symbolis¬ 
ing the county’s many 
castles, as well as the 
independent Saxon 
kingdom of Kent. The 
sails represent the strong 
ties of the county with 
the sea and stand for the 
navy, the mercantile 
marine and fisheries. 


Kent’s maritime 
history is also represent¬ 
ed by the seahorses at 
either side of the shield. 
The seahorse to the 
shield’s right bears the 
arms of the Cinque Ports, 
while the one to the left 
bears the arms of the 
Archbishopric of Canter¬ 
bury. 

The county’s motto, 
‘Invicta’, means ‘uncon¬ 
quered’, and refers to 
a legendary 
encounter 
between William 
the Conqueror 
and a band of 
Kentish men. 
After ambushing 
the Duke of 
Normandy and 
his soldiers, the 
men agreed to let 
him go on 
condition that 
he gave then cer¬ 
tain privileges 
and respected their 
ancient liberties. 





royal arms in return for 
services to the Crown. 

The privilege reflects 
the town’s status as one 
of the 


Cinque Ports, which 
were granted a high 
degree of autonomy in 
return for the provision 
of ships for the 

defence of the 
realm. 


Medway 

Medway’s coat of arms features a 
four-arched bridge on a blue shield, 
denoting the four predecessor authori¬ 
ties, Strood, Rochester, Chatham and 
Gillingham, that merged to form 
Medway. 

Each of the arches 
symbolises 
one of 
the five 


Medway towns: Strood, Rochester, 
Chatham, Gillingham and Rainham. 

The gold lion reflects the town’s royal 
connections, while the blue background 
symbolises the River Medway. The naval 
crown atop the shield represents the 
historical links between the area and 
the Royal Navy, while the three forts 
refer to the defensive structures built 
during the Napoleonic Wars. 

Oak wreaths surrounding the two 
outer forts symbolise the naval 

victories associated with the 
area. The brook on the 
centre fort comes from the 
old arms of Gillingham 
and is a reference to Will 
Adams, the first English¬ 
man to reach Japan, the 
first-known Western 
Samurai and the man 
who introduced Western 
shipbuilding techniques 
to Japan. 

The supporters are sea 
horses holding tridents, 
which come from the old 
arms of the Borough of 
Chatham, while the harps 
suspended from the horses’ 
collars come from the old arms of 
the Borough of Gillingham. 


Faversham 


Faversham’s coat of arms 
is unique - the town is 
the only one in the UK to 
use the Royal arms of 
England, three gold lions 
on a red background, as 
its own heraldic emblem. 

The lions are derived 
from the reverse of 
the former Borough 
of Faversham’s 
second Common 
Seal, which is 
thought to date 
from the reign of 
Edward I (1272- 
1307). 

A Latin inscrip¬ 
tion round the 
edge of the seal 
reads ‘Since I 
[Faversham] bear 
arms for the King 
without charge, I am 
a free port’. This 
suggests that the king 
granted the town the 
privilege of using his

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Having admitted a string of charges against children aged between six months old and 12 years old, 
an Old Bailey judge sentenced Ashford’s Richard Huckle to 22 life sentences for his hideous crimes

O NE of Britain’s worst pae¬ 
dophiles, who shared 
horrific images on the 
dark web as he abused up 
to 200 Malaysian chil¬ 
dren, has been handed 22 life 
sentences. 

Freelance photographer Richard 
Huckle, who attended a grammar 
school in Folkestone and lived in Ash¬ 
ford, admitted an unprecedented 
number of offences against children 
aged between six months and 12 
years. 

On Monday, Judge Peter Rook QC 
ordered the 30-year-old to serve a 
minimum of 25 years in jail to reflect 
the “public abhorrence” over his 
“campaign of rape” spanning nine 
years. 

A stream of pictures and videos of 
his rapes and assaults on children 
were shared with paedophiles world¬ 
wide through the now defunct dark 
website TLZ - The Love Zone. 

He even tried to make a business 
out of his horrific crimes by crowd¬ 
funding the release of the images and 
was compiling a paedophile’s manual 
at the time of his arrest by the Nation¬ 
al Crime Agency. 

Twenty-three children from poor 
Christian communities in the 
Malaysian capital of Kuala Lumpur 
were identified in 71 charges, 
although Huckle’s tally of abuse which 
he catalogued on a 


“Pedopoints ledger” was much higher. 

The defendant stood with his hands 
together as if in prayer as he was sen¬ 
tenced by Judge Rook at the Old 
Bailey. 

The judge told him his “self-delu¬ 
sion knows no bounds” and the 60- 
page paedophile manual he had writ¬ 
ten was a “truly evil document”. 

He said: “You have pleaded guilty 
to as many as 71 sexual offences. It is 
very rare indeed that a judge has to 
sentence sexual offending by one per¬ 
son on such a scale as this. 

“You were and are sexually ob¬ 
sessed with children. You have spent 
years abusing them. In one of your 
postings you stated that you had be¬ 
come consumed by your paedophilia. 

“It is clear from your postings on 
hidden encrypted paedophile web¬ 
sites on the dark web, and from the 
manual you were in the process of 
drafting, that your life revolved 
around your obsession with your 
own sexual gratification by child sex 
abuse. 

“It is also clear that, had you not 
been arrested, you planned to 
continue the same lifestyle using the 
expertise that you were keen to show 
off to, and share with, other abusers 
so as to continue your sexual 
exploitation of the children of such 
communities.” 

In light of Huckle’s refusal to hand 
over encrypted passwords to hidden 
files on his computer, the judge add¬ 
ed: “In my view, you may well har¬ 
bour feelings of regret but there is no 


feeling of genuine remorse in this case.” 

As Huckle was sent down, a wom¬ 
an in the public gallery shouted out 
that “1,000 deaths is too good for 
you”. 

Huckle first visited Malaysia on a 
teaching gap year when he was 19 
and went on to groom more children 
posing as a respectable Christian 
English teacher and philanthropist. 

Five of the youngsters were living 
in a children’s home and on one oc¬ 
casion he took a girl out to celebrate 
her fifth birthday and molested her at 
his house in Kuala Lumpur. 

The defendant, who studied IT at 
university in Malaysia, was arrested 
by National Crime Agency officials as 
he arrived at Gat wick Airport en 
route to spend Christmas with his 
family in 2014. 

Officers seized Huckle’s encrypted 
laptop and managed to uncover more 
than 20,000 indecent pictures and 
videos although there were other 
files they were unable to crack. 

They found Huckle’s paedophile 
manual called Paedophiles And Pov¬ 
erty: Child Lover Guide and a 
“Pedopoints ledger” in which he 
awarded himself marks for the abuse 
of 191 girls and boys. 

In online posts, Huckle bragged: 
“Impoverished kids are definitely 
much easier to seduce than middle- 
class Western kids.” 

Commenting on one of his victims, 
he boasted: “I’d hit the jackpot, a 3yo 
girl as loyal to me as my dog and no¬ 
body seemed to care.” 


Huckle crowd-funded the release of 
indecent images of the three-year-old 
girl in exchange for Bitcoins, achiev¬ 
ing 105 per cent of his target. 

His parents were so horrified when 
he confessed his crimes that they 
begged police to take him away and 
made statements to support his pros¬ 
ecution, the court heard. 

Ahead of his sentencing, Huckle 
claimed to a psychiatrist that he 
wanted to put his “madness” behind 
him and settle down with a south In¬ 
dian woman. 

But the court was shown a posting 
from 2013 in which he outlined his 
plan to marry one of his victims in 
order to help him abuse more 
children. 

In a message to TMZ’s 7,000 users, 
he described how he had “fallen in 
love” with South Asia and its “adora¬ 
ble kids”. 

He wrote: “I have gotten particu¬ 
larly close with one family whom I 
have known about six years. 

“I have sexual contact with four of 
the girls in that family and, though 
the family obviously does not ap¬ 
prove it, they try to work around it as 
they know I can be a potentially val¬ 
uable asset to them in future.” 

On planning to marry one of the 
girls when she turns 18, he wrote: “I 
feel my situation could strongly ben¬ 
efit me in that my partner is still quite 
young and I have known her since 
she was seven and I can influence her 
young mind to mould her into the 
perfect wife. 


“My ambition once married would 
be for our family to be like foster car¬ 
ers for children, temporary or long 
term.” 

Judge Rook concluded that Huckle 
posed a “substantial risk for an in¬ 
definite period”. 

James Tray nor, from the NCA’s 
Child Exploitation and Online Pro¬ 
tection (Ceop) command, said “Rich¬ 
ard Huckle spent several years inte¬ 
grating himself into the community 
in which he lived, making himself a 
trusted figure. But he abused that 
trust in the worst possible way. 

“He deliberately travelled to a part 
of the world where he thought he 
could abuse vulnerable children 
without being caught. Borders are no 
barrier - we are determined that 
those who go abroad to abuse chil¬ 
dren will be held to account.” 

An NSPCC spokesman said: 
“Huckle is a frighteningly depraved 
paedophile, who bragged about rap¬ 
ing babies and delighted in abusing 
infants who trusted him. He left a 
trail of devastation and his sentence 
reflects the severity of his crimes 
which have shattered so many young 
lives. 

“It is horrifying that Huckle was 
able to profit from this appalling 
abuse by using the web to sell images 
and even films to other paedophiles; 
emphasising the importance, yet 
again, of the need for a cohesive, glo¬ 
bal effort from both the authorities 
and internet services providers to 
combat this vile trade.”

A TATTOO artist has 
scored highly in a top 
national award, for a 
striking work depicting 
notorious Kray twins 
Ronnie and Reggie on the arm and 
shoulder of a customer. 

Alex Crook, from Sittingbourne, 



was runner-up in the Best of British 
category at the Great British Tattoo 
Show at London’s Alexandra Palace. 

The remarkable Krays tattoo was 
created for customer Alfie Puxley to 
match his other arm which has 
American gangsters, including A1 
Capone. 

Mr Crook, 32, said: “He is a fan of 
gangsters, so the Krays was an obvi¬ 
ous choice. 

“I am going to re-do some of his 
American arm as that can be im¬ 
proved. I didn’t originally so that one, 
so am just topping up the quality a 
little.” 

Mr Crook, who runs The Alex 
Crook Studio, said: “The Kray tattoo 
took 14 hours over two days and was 
all done at the convention in front of 
the judges.” 

The tattoo artist admits he has 
fine-tuned his artistic talents by prac¬ 
tising on a grapefruit - the nearest 
thing to a human skin he can find. 

Mr Crook started his skin art 
career at the age of 23 in a chance 
meeting with a former girlfriend’s 
sister. 

He had a quick go on her inking 


machine and was hooked. He got his 
first tattoo then. 

He said: “I have had a 25 year pas¬ 
sion for pencil drawing and now it has 
turned my art in to an award winner. 

“I started drawing at the age of 
five, and constantly practised and 
developed my style after taking 
inspiration and feedback from other 


talented artists I admired.” 

Mr Crook found the application to 
be more natural than anticipated and 
again spent many hours practising 
honing his new found skills. 

He said: “Many grapefruit met 
their end as I practised and practised 
on the closest thing I could find to hu¬ 
man skin. 



“Family and friends then encour¬ 
aged him to practice on them and my 
style, confidence and ability flourished.

“Having gained the confidence re¬ 
quired, I applied and was given posi¬ 
tions at two studios in Kent. 


“My sole objective was to be the 
best I could be at my art. 

“I was still running my own busi¬ 
ness as a driving instructor, but con¬ 
tinued to travel in between lessons to 
studios when clients specifically re¬ 
quested my work.” 

After working for these studios to 
gain the experience needed and per¬ 
fect his art, Mr Crook was given the 
opportunity to set up his own. 

The idea was to set up a private stu¬ 
dio where he was free to concentrate 
on his art while the business side was 
handled by a partner. 

He said: “We approached Swale 
Borough Council to seek advice on 


setting up the studio. The council was 
very encouraging and supportive in 
getting the fledging business off the 
ground. 

“The business then used social me¬ 
dia to gain recognition for my tattoos 
and slowly my work was becoming 
better recognised. 

“A loyal client base was being es¬ 
tablished while my reputation grew 
through word of mouth. Clients were 
able to view finished tattoos and vid¬ 
eo of my creations and my following 
on social media quickly hit 800.” 

He said the business attempted to 
offer a different experience to a nor¬ 
mal high street studio.

Clients are able to book appoint¬ 
ments during the evening to discuss 
potential work on a by-appointment 
only service. 

“This proved a success as clients 
preferred to meet and discuss their 
potential work prior to arriving on 






the day of their tattoo,” he said. 

“Recognition for my work contin¬ 
ued to grow and the original building 
had to be replaced with a purpose- 
built studio twice the size. 

“This gave the opportunity for cli¬ 
ents to visit a professional environ¬ 
ment in a relaxed atmosphere. 

“The business has now been run¬ 
ning for three years and has proved 
an outstanding success due to the 
quality of the art I produce.” 

During his time as an artist, Mr 
Crook has been asked to tattoo vari¬ 
ous subject and different parts of the 
body. 

He has also tattooed himself as he 
said “every good tattooist needs to 
know how it feels”. 

He said this allowed him to put 
himself in the client’s shoes and also 
establish the differing techniques to 
gain the desired effect. 

Now in his fifth year of tattooing, 
he is grateful his art has been 
recognised to the extent it has and is 
encouraged to perfect his art even 
more to make sure the clients 
keep returning and recommending 
him. 

He said: “There are always talented 
artists coming into the industry eve¬ 
ry day that you have to try and stay 
one step ahead of. 

“I am not complacent about how 
hard I have to work but at the same 
time I am enjoying making sure the 
art speaks for itself in terms of 
quality.” 

Among those designs he has 
worked on in the past include tattoo¬ 
ing the handprints of a customer’s 
children onto his arm, fish for the an¬ 
glers among his clients, a host of fa¬ 
mous faces and pets - both living and 
dead as memorial pieces.

Pioneering project to get those behind bars focusing on growing and tending gardens is proving a hit 


F OR some time now we’ve all 
known that gardening is 
among the best pastimes 
for both physical and men¬ 
tal wellbeing - but it’s also 
being used to help rehabilitate pris¬ 
oners and give them hope for the 
future. 

We’ve seen prisoners help con¬ 
struct gardens at major horticultural 
shows - prisoners from Leyhill won a 
gold medal at the Chelsea Flower 
Show one year - while HMP Whatton 
in Nottinghamshire recently won the 
RHS-backed Windlesham Trophy 
Competition for the seventh time for 
the best-kept prison garden in Eng¬ 
land and Wales. 

Another prison that is making full 
use of horticulture is HMP Send, a 


women’s prison in Surrey which, 
thanks to The Clink Charity, is help¬ 
ing rehabilitate prisoners through 
growing fruit, vegetables and flowers 
and backing up that work with recog¬ 
nised horticultural qualifications. 

Many of the 282 inmates are serv¬ 
ing life or very long sentences. Up to 
20 women train in the garden on a 
daily basis, 15 of whom are studying 
for a City & Guilds NVQ (level 2) in 
horticulture. 

Those chosen for the garden project 
are trusted prisoners who are near¬ 
ing the end of their sentence, al¬ 
though there’s one lifer on the cur¬ 
rent scheme who is learning to drive 
the on-site tractor and helps oversee 
the gardening novices. 

The 4.5-acre garden complex fea-

tures 11 polytunnels and a glass¬ 
house where prisoners tend every¬ 
thing from basil and French beans to 
Florence fennel, three varieties of to¬ 
matoes - pomodoro, marmande and 
Pink Charmer - blueberries, borage 
and butternut squash. 

Some 300 eggs are laid weekly by 
the 45 Rhode Island Red chickens, 
many of which are sent to The Clink 
restaurants at nearby HMP High 
Down and Brixton prisons. 

In the classroom, the inmates will 
learn the theory of good garden prac¬ 
tice by vocational trainers before be¬ 
ing sent to work. 

Prison governor Carlene Dixon 
says: “It gives them focus, normality, 
something to keep them busy and a 
sense of self worth.” 


The prison also has links with in¬ 
dustry and helps them, with support 
from The Clink, when they are 
released. 

“The great benefit is to give them 
back their social skills. They are work¬ 
ing an eight-hour day as part of a 
team. They are gaining confidence 
and are proud of what they do. Their 
identity might initially have been their 
crime or sentence. That can change 
with their achievements,” she says. 

So far, five prisoners have been re¬ 
leased after completing the Send gar¬ 
den project. None has re-offended. 
But the project only started in 2014 and 
official figures won’t be available for an¬ 
other 12 months - so watch this space.

IN reply to Malcolm Brockman and 
others last week on the EU [KoS, 
letters], it is mere speculation, by a 
small number of Brexit economists, 
that we could trade without deals 
after leaving. 

We are governed by the World 
Trade Organisation on such for 
one, and the old Commonwealth 
has moved on with the current 
head saying there’d be tough talks 
over any new trade arrangements; 
the same with each EU country. 

A Trump-led USA would swiftly 
want a new and worse version of 
the TTIP ‘deal’ currently in trouble 
across the EU; and Tory minister 
Priti Patel has already said she’d 
like to slash social and employment 
rights for workers in the UK.

No 
legislation can be passed without 
the consent of a majority in the EU 
parliament, and then by the 
council of (elected) ministers. 

Thus, if on a pan-European basis 
the people largely all voted for 
parities which backed, fully or 
broadly, the Another Europe is 
Possible and/or Democracy in 
Europe Movement 2015 proposals 
they could form the parliament, 
select a new commission and thus 
begin to change treaties. 

Electing national governments 
with similar aims would also help 
change things. 

Difficult though this may appear, 
I will continue to back the EU, 
warts and all, over the mostly 
short-termist fears, small minded¬ 
ness and protectionist policies of 
Brexiteers.

FIRST DRIVE: Mercedes-Benz still relies on the perennial appeal of the E- 
Class, despite the German premium brand’s huge recent range expansion... 


N OT so long ago, Mercedes-Benz had a 
small range dominated by one car 
- the E-Class. 

Now it offers nearly 20 models and 
some of the greatest diversity on the 
UK market, from family hatchbacks to 4x4s, but 
the E-Class is still crucial to the German pre¬ 
mium brand’s business - and the latest genera¬ 
tion has just arrived. 

It will also soon be joined by the equally impor¬ 
tant estate model, famed as both posh and 
practical, usually with more load space than any 
premium rival - this time, 670 litres with rear 
seat backs up, and a total of 1,820 in ‘seats down’ 
mode. 

For now, the newly-arrived saloon grabs the 
attention, with prices starting from a not 
unreasonable £35,935 for the E220d SE, 
featuring a technologically impressive new 
195bhp four-cylinder 2.0-litre bi-turbodiesel 
returning up to 72.4mpg and 102g/km of C02, 
and fitted with a nine-speed auto gearbox as 
standard. 

It’s also slightly faster than its equivalent 2009 
E-Class predecessor, which produced 170bhp 
from 2.1 litres, and delivered up to 53.3mpg with 
139g/km of C02. 

Standard new E-Class kit includes LED 
headlights and tail lights, sat nav, and M-B’s 
Active Brake Assist; a clever safety addition that 


intervenes to operate the brakes without any 
prompt from the driver if it senses an imminent 
collision when travelling at anything up to 
43mph. 

M-B says it will still work above 43 miles per 
hour and help moderate damage and danger in 
an accident, but the brand won’t guarantee 
against collision.

Nissan’s crossover pioneer has soared to even greater heights since the Mark II 
arrived in 2013, outdoing premium equivalents, writes Steve Loader... 



N ISSAN has always fared 
well in the UK. 

For years it was the 
only country in the 
world where the 

Japanese marque outsold arch-rival 
Toyota. 

It was also where Nissan chose to 
build a state-of-the-art plant in the 
1980s, which became a paragon of 
efficiency and, importantly, signalled 
that the UK could once again build 
cars without industrial disruption. 

In 2007, the same Sunderland 
plant then launched a British-de¬ 
signed model that has revolutionised 
Nissan’s image in the UK and many 
other markets. 

It was the Qashqai, recognised as 
the first crossover, appealing to 
buyers of conventional family cars, 
but also tempting those desiring 
MPVs (multi-purpose vehicles) or 
SUVs (sports utility vehicles). 

Straddling many segments, it 
could hardly fail and rivals rushed to 
create their own crossovers, but 
none matched the original - it 
remained a UK top 10 seller up to 
replacement in 2013. 

It transcended Nissan’s main¬ 
stream position and won many 
customers who might have bought a 
premium badge car, but liked the 


Qashqai’s good looks, ‘made in 
Britain’ status, 4x4 option and high 
specifications at sensible prices. 

And it’s been business as usual 
with the Mark II (from £18,545) that 
retained all that was good about the 
old car, yet took it upmarket. 

The Mark II’s styling inside and 
out is of higher quality, the dash is 


well arranged, interior and boot 
space is more capacious. The car also 
continues in front-wheel drive only 
or country set 4x4 formats, and to be 
built at Sunderland. 

The surprise package powertrain 
is the entry level 115PS (114bhp) 1.2 
DIG-T petrol turbo unit tested here in 
front-driven format: it’s quite lively 



(0-62mph in 11.3 seconds) frugal if 
driven sensibly (50.4mpg official 
combined) with low emissions 
(129g/km: road tax zero in year one 
and £110/year thereafter). 

It feels light on its feet too, fitting 
the Qashqai’s ability to corner with 
composure - unlike so many 
high-riding rivals - and aids and

abets the car’s taut steering, whether 
in standard or sport mode. 

It’s so good that it’s now a hard 
choice between the petrol turbo and 
the perennial star of the range, the 
HOPS (109bhp) 1.5-litre diesel, 
which limbos beneath the lOOg/km 
C02 emissions bar to qualify for road 
tax exemption, and delivers an 
astonishing 74.3mpg (official 
combined). 

This engine starts at £20,375 - a 
premium of £1,830 over the petrol - 
so you need to be sure you will cover 
many extra miles to claw back that 
cash from the diesel’s greater 
economy. 

Our car was in high spec Tekna 
trim (from £24,290) bringing smart 
leather seats plus sophisticated 
infotainment system, and I seriously 
doubt that premium equivalents will 
make you feel any better than the 
Nissan - unless you are a badge snob.

Sprinters hitting 
form ahead of Rio 

Adam Gemili and Dina Asher-Smith keep eyes on the prize

SPRINTER Adam Gemili says he re¬ 
mains on track to be in top condition 
to push for glory at the Rio Olympics, 
despite coming home in sixth place at 
last weekend’s IAAF Diamond 
League meeting in Birmingham. 

The 22-year-old from Dartford is 
hailed by many as Britain’s big 
sprinting hope. He just missed out on 
the 100m final at the London Olym¬ 
pics four years ago, and since then 
claimed the European championship 
crown for the 200m in 2014 and sil¬ 
ver in the 100m at the Common¬ 
wealth Games that same year. 

Running last weekend, he finished 
in a time of 10.29 seconds in what 
was only his second outdoor meeting 
since tearing a hamstring in break¬ 
ing the 10-second barrier for the first 
time in Birmingham 12 months ago. 

Sunday’s performance was a lot 
different to the 9.97 clocking the Al¬ 
exander Stadium crowd witnessed 
from the former footballer last June, 
but Gemili said he had learned from 
that experience. 

“It’s not the Olympic final or any¬ 
thing so I don’t want to push myself 
too hard, which is what I did last year 
and it ended up putting me out for the 
season,” he said. 

“My body is in a great place. These 
meets are great, but they are not the 
be-all and end-all. The be-all and 
end-all is Rio, so that’s what I’m 
working towards and hopefully I can 
go out there and deliver.” 

Meanwhile, Orpington’s Dina Ash¬ 
er Smith continued her preparations 
for Brazil by coming fourth in the 


100m final in Birmingham. 

The Blackheath and Bromley Har¬ 
riers member, holds British records 
for times across both 100 and 200m, 
and is likely to be looking at the 
200m as her specialist distance come 
Rio. 

The 20-year-old said: “I only 


opened my season last week, but I’ve 
focused on the mistakes I’ve been 
making since I was 15 and I’m hop¬ 
ing to pull those together and execute 
my race better. Hopefully, it’ll be a re¬ 
ally big year.”
